agreements with the departments of health and comme rce for purposes of 

assessing if the department:  

 (a) Has adequate data to prepare a prototype revie w of whether one 

or more departmental programs are in compliance wit h Title VI of the 

United States Civil Rights Act, 42 U.S.C.  2000(d);  and  

 (b) Has or has access to the data, tools, and capa bilities that 

the department would need in order to identify popu lations with 

significantly greater public health risks as a resu lt of environmental 

pollution in economically distressed areas of the s tate or in areas 

where tribal, ethnic, cultural, racial, or immigran t populations are 

at greater health risk due to exposure factors than  the general 

population of the state or region." 
 

 
  EFFECT:   Requires the Department of Ecology (DOE)  to report to 

the Legislature on the adequacy of existing data on  whether DOE 
programs are in compliance with the Civil Rights Ac t and on the 
DOE's ability to identify populations with greater health risks from 
pollution in economically distressed areas or areas  where tribal, 
ethnic, cultural, racial, or immigrant populations face greater 
exposure to health risk.
